drowned. One hundred and ninety-two 
corpscs had been recovered at the date 
of latest advices but 1’S wore st,.! 
missing. The men who lost their lives 
were mostly from Akita prefecture. 
From other fishing 
districts wrecks 
were reported and the loss of life is 
great.

Neumuro, was wrecked in the same 
harbor during the storm.

SHOOTING OF BOULDER- 
NORTH BEND OIL WELL

Boulder. 
June 
3.—Sensational

velopments in the oil fields are be­ 
come of daily occurrence now.

latest is the strike in the Boulder- 
North Bend, 
As mentioned in y es­ 
terday's paper, the streak of oil was 
cut at 758 feet. After drilling on to 
800 feet, it was decided to shoot the 
well today. 
ChaL'er Bros., who are 


sinking the well, were unable to pro­ 
cure nitroglycerine, so a charge ot 
200 pounds of dynamite was loweied 
to 
the 
point 
where 
the 
oil 
was 
cut 
and was exploded at 2 0 clock 
this afternoon. Following the ®xPlo‘ 
sion, mud and rooks were hurled 150 
feet above the top of the derrick and 
fell upon the crowd which had gone 
out to witness the shootmgf.

bailer was at once sent down 
but 
came up empty, much to the disap­ 
pointment of everybody. 


The drill was then put in. and it 
was soon noticed that it was going 
down unusually fast. It took only about 
10 minutes to so °ne screw length, 
and the bailer was again sent down. 
This time it came up full ot tlu^amber 
fluid. 
It was sent down again and 
again, 
until 
15 
bailerfuls had been 
taken out. 
As there were only a fgw 
i barrels in which to put the oil, noth- 
i ing further could be done.

Kingston is quite a large city, hav­ 
ing about 
46,000 
inhabitants. 
One 
hears so much about Kingston that 
one is apt to be disappointed in the 
city itself. 
It presents no very inter­ 
esting features, its buildings are com­ 
monplace; its streets none too clean 
and there is little to attract the tourist. 


W e do >not tarry there long on our 
arrival, but go at once to the railroad 
station and board a train for Spanish 
Town, which place we reach in a 
short. 
time. 
We 
find the attractive 
siio Cobra hotel there where lunch is 
awaiting us. 
Spanish Towrn, as its 
name implies, was settled by the Span­ 
iards not long after the discovery of 
Jamaica by Columbus in 1494. 
It was 
the political capital of the island until 
about 25 years ago when it was mdved 
to Kingston. 
It is now a sleepy oid 
town, but very picturesque and inter­ 
esting. The old church is really beau­ 
tiful and many of the tablets and wood 
carvings date back two or three hun­ 
dred years. 


From Spanish Town we start on the 
drive up the gorge of the Rio Cobra 
to Bog Walk. 
This 
is 
interesting, 
though it seems a little tame after all 
the praises that we have heard of this 
trip. After exploring Bog Walk, which 
in a pretty little town situated at a 
picturesque bend in the Rio Cobra, we 
board a train and return to Kingston. 


Kingston possesses two hotels. The 
Myrtle Bank hotel is situated directly 
in the town; it has a garden in the 
rear which stretches down to the shore 
of the bay. The other is the Constant 
Spring hotel and this is about three 
miles back and at an elevation of 
several hundred feet above the sea. As 
this elevation— slight though it is— 
gives it a much cooler climate, we de­ 
cide to slay there during the time that 
we are in Jamaica and we find It 
very comfortable indeed. 


One of the most delightful trips,that 
one can take from Kingston is to the 
Castleton gardens.

Jamaica undoubtedly holds the palm 
for development among the West In­ 
dies. 
The entire island is now at a 
point of perfection that it will take 
us 10 years or more to reach in Puerto 
Rico. 
Good roads abound in every di­ 
rection and a comprehensive railroad 
system connects 
all 
the 
important 
points. 


The island is 135 miles long and 
from 21 to 49 broad. 
It is the largest 
and most important of the British pos­ 
sessions in the West Indies. The total 
population of Ja m ais is about 750.000, 
only 15,000 of whor.i are whites. 
The 
balance are divided duiuug “ » olorai ' 
and blacks, which to us seems rather 
a curious distinction. 
The "colored” 
people are those with an admixture of 
white blood and they form quite as 
“tiistinct a class of society as do the 
v.’hites. 
This distinction obtains in all 
parts of the West Indies and the line 
(if social intercourse is as marked be­ 
tween the colored and black people 
as between the black and white. 


To the uninitiated 
the 
redundant 
negro population of the West Indies 
comes as something of a'surprise. The 
introduction 
of 
negro slaves from 
Africa, to work on the great estates 
that were parceled out to political and 
military 
favorites 
and 
adventurers 
during the Spanish regipae, accounts 
for this preponderance of blacks in th’e 
islands at the present time. 
At first 
these proprietors endeavored to force 
the native Indians to work for them. 
This always produced warfare and it 
was not many yearsjiefqre the natives 
were exterminated and' their places 
were filled with the moi-e submissive' 
African. 
As the climate is congenial 
¡o the African, he has thrived and mill- 
; iplied to an enormous extent, while 
the w'hite 
population 
scarcely more 
than holds its own. 
It is discouraging 
\o note in Jamaica, that even under 
!he boasted civilizing 
Influences 
of 
England, morality among 
the 
negro 
I’lements, is at quite as low an ebo as 
In the French 
or 
former 
Spanish 
islands. Here, too. the men are a lazy, 
shiftless lot, while the women and chil­ 
dren form the industrious portion of 
the negro pbpulation. 
It is funny to 
see a little pickaninny of six or eight 
years climb the smooth and branchless 
trunk of a cocoanut tree, to a height 
of 50 or 60 feet, and gather the nuts 
which 
cluster 
beneath 
the 
waving 
fronds. A monkey could scarcely make 
quicker time from the ground to the 
fruit than do these agile young West 
Indian negroes. 


As Jamaica is very hilly and moun­ 
tainous it affords a great variety of 
climate. 
The Blue mountains rise to 
a height of 7,000 feet, so that by liv­ 
ing upon the slopes one can have al­ 
most any climate desirable. 
These 
highlands also exert a cooling influence 
on the low coast regions and espe­ 
cially at night, the deliciously cooling 
breezes from the mountains fan the 
heated lowlands and make an uncom­ 
fortable night a rare occurrence in 
Jamaica. 


As we are leaving Kingston harbor 
for Santiago we witness a thrilling 
scene. 
Just before it is time to start 
and after the pilot comes on board, a 
lively wind 
squall 
disturbs 
the ele­ 
ments to such an extent that as we 
run out of the harbor, we find quite a 
sea running which we take head on. 
The pilot's boat— a sort of dug-out— 
with three negro oarsmen, is^gttaclied 
to an outrigger on our starboaFS side. 
It is being towed along till' we are 
well out of thfe channel and the pilot 
can leave us. 
As we reach the open 
sea this little dug-out begins to dance 
around at a great rate. 
The speed at 
which we are going, together with the 
head sea, puts this little craft in a 
dangerous position. 
Two of the crew 
sit in the bottom of the boat and hang 
on for dear life, while the third is in 
the bow holding the 
towline 
with 
which he has a half-hitch around one 
of the seats. 


Wlhen it is seen what a perilous posi­ 
tion these men are in, our speed is 
slackened somewhat, but as we get 
farther down the channel the waves 
become higher. Fin ally the little boat 
only hits the tops <?f the waves and as 


it jumps from one wave 
its 
entire 
length is out of water, until it lands 
on the top of another. 
The men are 
paralyzed with fright and drenched to 
the skin with the dashing spray. 
Two 
or three times‘the little boat swerves 
dangerously close to the side of our 
steamer. 
At length she becomes so 
heavy with water that she lias shipped 
and her position is so perilous, that 
the.man lets go the tow-line and in a 
moment wc dash ahead of 
the tiny 
craft and leave her far behind. 
Run­ 
ning on to the end of the channel, we 
there await the little boat which is 
being laboriously rowed after us. Fi­ 
nally after an hour’s delay the plucky 
oarsmen come alongside and receive 
a hearty cheer from all hands on deck. 
Our pilot descends a rope ladder and 
safely enters the boat and doffs his 
cap to us, as we shoot forward once 
more under the influence of our twin 
screws.

LABOR UNIONS AND THE SOCIALIST PARTY. 
T 


H E m a in S U B JE C T o f d iscu ssion at the con ­ 
ven tion s o f th e W estern F ederation of M iners 
and th e W estern Labor union, now in session at 
D en ver, is w h eth er th e union w orkingm en shall 
ally th em selv es w ith th e S o cialist party and u se the 
stren gth of th eir organ ization s in prom oting the political 
cau se of th at party. 


S tron g sp eech es in favor of such a course h ave been 
m ade by Mr. E. V . D ebs, late candidate for presid en t of 
the U n ited S ta tes on th e S o cialist tick et; by P resid en t 
B oyce, of th e W estern F ederation of M iners; F ath er Hag- 
srty, o f N ew M exico, and others. 


W h at th e S o cia list p arty is and w hat it proposes to 
Jo in th e e v e n t of its su c cess is se t forth by Mr. D ebs 
iiim self, a s fo llo w s: 


“T h e platform , o f th e S o cia list party d eclares 
in fa v o r o f th e collectiv e ow nership o f a ll the 
m ean s of production and d istrib u tion : nam ely, 
th e lan d , m in es, m ills, factories and productive 
m ach in ery, for th e purpose of op erating industry 
in th e in ter est of th e w hole people. 
T h is in volves 
a com p lete ch an ge in th e organ ic structure of 
govern m en t. . . . T h e S o cialist p arty proposes 
to estab lish 
industrial dem ocracy, based upon 
co-op erative in d u stry, thus con vertin g the pres­ 
en t bogus into a gen u in e republic. 
It should be 
understood th at th e S ocialist party proposes to 
in crea se and 
not 
d im inish 
th e production of 
w ealth ; th at it p rop oses to secu re and not destroy 
th e right to p rivate property. 
C apital, only in 
its various form s, is to be ow ned in com m on, 
and in stead of h avin g cou n tless ca p ita lists at w ar 
w ith e a c h other in an in san e strife for profits, 
th ere will be but on e cap italist, only, and th at 
the people, in tfieir co llectiv e cap acity. 
R ent, 
in terest and profits, th ree form s of exploitation, 
w ill bo totally elim in ated . 
Produ ction w ill be 
carried i ' - r wa r d for u se and n ot for profit. 
T he 
traflic in '.'.¡ior. ¡ h a t is to say, hum an beings, men, 
w om en and ch ildren, th eir p urchase or sa le upon 
a w eek ly or m on thly in stallm en t plan, w ill cease 
to exist. . . . It w ould bo im p ossib le to tell in 
ad van ce ju st th e ex a c t step s by w hich S ocialism 


w ill b e realized. 
If th e S o cia lists w ere to .ca rry 
th e leg isla tu re, I do n o t k now ju st w h at th eir 
first step w ould be. 
You m igh t put down public 
ow n ersh ip as th e k ey to th eir w h ole w ork and 
th en say th a t th ey w ould buy, at a fair price, 
and op erate railroad s, m in es, sm elters, factories 
and ev ery th in g e lse th a t lies so lely w ithin th e 
ju risd ictio n o f C olorado. 
T he actu al d etails of 
th e plan to bring ab out S ocialism can n ot be given 
b efore th ey are w ork ed out. . . . Indeed, it is 
p o ssib le th a t th e people, through th eir repre­ 
sen ta tiv es, w ould ju st tak e all th e various pro­ 
d u ctive in d u stries. 
T h e peop le ow n them , any­ 
w ay. . . . I am in favor of tak in g them right now, 


b ut th ere are n ot q u ite enough w ho think as I 
do, to do it ju st yet." 


The serious program then of the Socialist party is to 
acquire all the productive industries of the state, either 
by purchase or confiscation, including railroads, mines, 
sm elters, factories, productive m achinery, and land, "but 
not to destroy the right to p yvate property." 
It proposes 
to establish a collective ownership of capital, and to 
abolish rent, interest and profit, and to carry forward pro­ 
duction for use only. 


These purposes are unm istakably declared, though 
the precise plan of attaining them is not yet arranged, 
and the labor unions are asked not only to approve them, 
but also to lend their organized strength toward the ac­ 
com plishm ent of the Socialist program. 


It is not worth w hile to w aste tim e in trying to explain 
to sensible and intelligen t men and women w la t the 
Socialist program is or w hat it means. 


It speaks foj^ itself. 
It professes to be revolutionary of the organic structure 
of government. 


It avow s its purposes frankly and openly. 
Those who advocate its principles and approve its 
policy w ill not be changed in their belief by any denuncia­ 
tion of it, nor w ill those who are opposed to it be con­ 
verted to its favor by any appeal such as has been made 
by Mr. Debs and the other speakers in Denver. 


There is, however, one aspect of the situation that is 
vorttiy of the attention of the thinking men and women 
rf this state and especially of the conservative and reas­ 
onable class that constitutes the great mass of the 
‘.rades unions. 


“Socialism ” as the term is indiscrim inately used is 
very largely a scarecrow, erected by political partisans 
to rally voters to the support of particular platforms and 
candidates. 
Socialism already forms a large part of 
our governm ent, and a m ost valuable one. 


The postoffice is decidedly a socialistic institution. 
So is the public school system . 
So are the parks and 
the sew ers. 
So is th e Colorado Springs water system. 
So ie free popular governm ent itself and every part of 
It; and in fact everything in which the people combine 
together to secure by public ownership and governmental 


or public m anagem ent benefits and services to the people 
as a w hole. 


And th ere is no doubt that the so cialistic tendency is 
increasing. 
T here is a 
popular m ovem ent 
tow ards a 
larger range of governm ental 
control, ow nership and 
operation. 
T he railw ays, the telegrap h s and other form s 
of w h at are som ew hat vagu ely know n as "nubile utilf- 
ties" are likely soon to com e into the ow nership of the 


people through courses of action not revolutionary in 
th eir nature and not in con sisten t with a n y reasonable 
lig h ts now existing. 
And this m ovem ent tow ards social­ 
ism w ill continue unchecked until it reaches a point at 
w hich the m ajority of A m erican citizen s becom e con­ 
vinced th at it is not to their in terest that it should be 
furth er extended. 


T he reasonable ad vocates of reasonable socialism have 
no cau se to feel dissatisfied or alarm ed w ith the present 
course and ten d en cy of affairs. 
Rut such an evolution 
toward socialism is som eth in g quite different from the 
revolutionary and 
radical 
proposal of the D ebs party. 
Indeed it m ay tairly be argued that there is nothing 
else that would so surely put a stop to progress in so cia l­ 
ism , and rally people of all cla sses to a d efen se of e x ist­ 
ing in stitu tion s and conditions, as an in d orsem ent by the 
labor unions gen erally of th e D ebs plan to acquire by 
purchase or confiscation, all productive industries, includ­ 
ing farm s, factories and m ines. 


Such a course would infallib ly shatter the structure 
of trad es unionism ; it w ould destroy m uch that has been 
accom plished by th ese organ ization s. 
W h atever m ay be 
done by a few of t h | unions in w hich Mr. D eb s’ follow ing 
is the stron gest, it is not p ossib le that all, or nearly all, 
the great labor unions of the country w ill indorse such 
a proposal. 


T he difficulties of the plan are conceded even 
by 
Mr. D ebs; 
its dangers are apparent to all excep t his 
im m ediate follow ers. 


W hen its exact m eaning is understood, and certainly 
Mr. D ebs is not tryin g to d eceive anyone as to that, it 
is too radical and too revolutionary to be a serious danger, 
and it m ay, by arousing in terest in th e gen eral subject, 


and draw ing atten tion to the real benefits of reasonable 
and p rogressive socialism , prove a considerable benefit. 


G enuine and perm anent social and industrial progress 
is to be accom plished by evolutionary, h ot by revolution­ 
ary m ethods. 


A ny plan of social reorganization m ust in volve the 


governm ent of th e people, by the people and for the people. 
A ny new plan based upon the governm en t by a class or 
for a class, how ever num erous, is only a sh iftin g of in ­ 
equitable conditions. 


More is accom plished in the cause of governm ental 
reform by the education and en lightenm ent of the public 
than by th e launching of new political p arties that too 
often serve m erely as the v eh icles of personal am bition 
or th e carriers of im practicable and im possible theories. 


.T h e country is ready for governm ental ow nership of 
the railw ays and telegraph lin es under proper restric­ 
tions, and m any of the present ills can be en tirely cured 
by such ow nership. 


Our people m ay som etim e be ready for the ow ner­ 
ship of th e m ines, factories, sm elters, etc.. and it m ay be 
best for future gen eration s to have such ow nership, but 
such a resu lt m ust of n ecessity be brought, about gradu­ 
ally, and only w hen approved by the brain, heart and 
con scien ce of the A m erican people. 


In the m eantim e th e laboring people of the U nited 
S tates, who con stitu te tw o-thirds of our voters, can im ­ 
m en sely advance their ow n in terests by united ac tion at 
the p olls in favor of such p rogressive and protective m eas­ 
ures as appeal to the great m ajority of them . 


T his can m ore effectually be done by ad vocatin g and 
votin g for a few m easures at a tim e, about which there 
is no great difference of opinion am ong laboring people, 
than by attem p tin g to adopt m any radical m easures at 
once and about the w isdom of w hich the labor vote may 
be fatally divided. 


AN AMERICAN MISSION TO ROME.

It is sent by tho U nited S tates 


A m erican governm en t to the pope, or the acting 
h eads of the Rom an C atholic church, and its purposes are 
thus set forth by the R om e correspondent of the New 
York Sun: 


“T he n egotiations 
w ill 
cover 
the follow ing 
points: 
T he United S ta tes governm ent ask s the 
pope to define the ob jects of the ec clesiastical 
property 
that 
has 
passed 
from 
Spain 
to 
the 
United S tates and to m ake a distin ction betw een 
th e property that cam e from Spanish sources and 


that obtained from th e n atives. 
It is probable 
th a t th is property w ill be turned to the u se of the 
d io ceses and the parishes, as w as done in the 


ca se o f P ru ssia w ith th e d iocesan fund created out 


‘ 
of th e salaries confiscated during the kulturkam pf. 


“As concerns the property of the monastic 
orders, the government leaves them convents 
and their houses, but in order to Americanize 
the new order of things it w ishes to buy at a fair 
price their great feudal landed estates. 


“In the third place- tlie government demands 
. 


the gradual substitution of native, American or 
other priests for the Spanish monk curates. 
Up 
to the tim e of the war the Spanish monks were 
curates in all parishes, the Filipinos being merely 
their vicars. 


“F inally, th e question of arranging for the 


n om ination of future b ish ops w ill h ave to he 
settled . 
T he Spanish archbishop o f M anila has 
already resign ed ; he is now a t R om e to help in 
the n eg o tia tio n s. 
It w ill be n ecessa ry , too, to 
define th e character and office of the future 
ap ostolic d eleg a te in the isla n d s.” 


T he sen d in g o f th is com m ission has attracted con­ 


sid erab le atten tion , botli in th e U nited S ta tes and in 
Europe, and it is an even t of con sid erab le im portance. 
A lready a good deal of m isunderstanding has arisen in 


regard to its w ork, and it is w ell th a t its ob jects should 
be kept clearly in mind. 


Judge T aft, w ho is at the head of th e com m ission, is 
the recen tly returned governor of th e Philippines. 


One o f th e q u estion s that h as been recognized as hav­ 
ing a very im portant bearing upon th e situ ation th ere is 
of th e relation s betw een th e peop le and th e governm ent 
on on e sid e and th e m onastic orders and th e church of 
R om e on th e other. 
The G azette has already referred 
to th is su b ject and explained th e in ten se opposition to 
the friars on th e part of the F ilip in os and the reasons 


for it, reason s in no degree d etrim en tal to th e C atholic 
church. 
T he settlem en t of th e questions of the fria rs’ 
lands and th e fria rs’ privilege is one that is essen tia l to 
the re-estab lishm en t of peace and good order in the 
islands. 


It seem s th erefore a very sen sib le thing, and one quite 
in accordance w ith th e usual A m erican diplom atic m eth­ 
ods, th at th e m atter should be referred directly to the 
church au thorities a t Rom e, w ho m ay be of th e greatest 
service in g ettin g th in gs adjusted in a sa tisfactory m anner. 


Of course th e attem pt w ill bé m ade to prove that the 
A m erican governm en t is d eparting from tim e-honored 
preced en t and th at it is en terin g in to diplom atic rela­ 
tions w ith th e church of Rom e, so m eth in g that would not 
be at all agreeab le to a m ajority of A m ericans. 


THE TERRITORIES MUST WAIT. 


T 


H E ACTION of the sen a te com m ittee on terri­ 
tories in voting form ally not to fix a definite tim e 
for the consideration of the om nibus statehood 
bill is probably d ecisiv e as far as the present 
sessio n of co n gress is concerned. 
T he opponents of sta te­ 
hood for O klahom a, N ew M exico and A rizona have pre­ 
ferred to m ake th eir fight in the com m ittee in stfad of 


in th e open sen ate, and they h ave won. 


T he R epublican party w ill, w e suppose, have to stand 
the blam e for th is open violation of platform pledges, 
though as a m atter of fact the m easure is not a. partisan 
one. and its defeat w as not brought about by partisan 
reasons. 


N eith er can it be asserted truthfully that there is a 
con sciou s d esire on the part of eastern congressm en to 
do an ythin g th at is unfair to the w est and its in terests. 


But th e people of the ea st are so d en sely ignorant of 
w estern con d ition s and so very reluctant to learn the 
truth regarding the great tran sm ississip ifc region that 
it is not surprisin g that m em bers of con gress should be 
led into p osition s that are not in accordance w ith the 
real and m ost im portant in terests of the cpuntry as a 


w hole. 


It has frequently been rem arked th at th is sessio n had 
before it an unusual num ber of im portant national ques­ 
tions. T h e N icaragua canal, the transpacific cable, the 
irrigation of arid lands, the adm ission of the territories, 
the fulfillm ent of the n ation al duty to Cuba in a w ay con­ 
sisten t w ith p led ges already m ade to our own producers 
and m anufacturers, are am ong th e sub jects that con gress 
has to d iscu ss, and all of th ese d irectly and v itally con­ 
cern the people of the va st region lying betw een the 


M issouri river and the Pacific coast. 


T h e average eastern congressm an has not the k now l­ 
ed ge or th e range of vision to enable him to judge th ese 


m atters in their true lig h t and to reach a d ecision con­ 
sonan t w ith th e broad, general in terests of the nation. 
H is exp erien ce and h is acquaintance are narrow and he 


n ecessa rily a cts accordingly. 


F ortunately for th e w est, T im e is on our side, and all 


th ese 
questions 
can 
only be settled finally one w ay, 
and th a t is the w ay w e w ant them to be settled . 
Soon 
or late the territories w ill be adm itted as sta tes; soon 


or late th e great opportunities open through national aid 
to irrigation m ust be evident to all, late if n ot soon w e 
shall h ave th e tran sisthm ian canal and the transpacific 
cable; and it w ill not be m any years before the grow ing 
power of the w est, in house and sen ate, w ill assu re the 
resp ectfu l 
consideration and fair settlem en t of w estern 


su b jects in congress. 


T he w est is young. 
W e can afford to wait. 
O nly as R epublicans w e are sorry that the R epub­ 
lican party has not im proved its opportunity to secu re the 
approval of the w est by the carrying out of th ose pledges 
in fts national platform that w ere w elcom ed as evidence 
of Its consideration for our d esires and its understanding 


of our needs. 


WATER RATES AND WATER TAXES. 


T 


-1E W A TER OR D IN A NC E 
recently adopted pro­ 
vides that persons tak in g w ater from the Colo­ 
rado Springs city system and livin g ou tside of 
the city lim its shall pay 25 per cent, m ore in 
w ater rates than sim ilar cu stom ers livin g in Colorado 
Springs. 


A vigorous protest has been m ade, esp ecially by the 
people of Colorado City, again st th e en forcem en t of th is 
rule, and the city a u thorities there have even instructed 
th eir people to refu se the surplus paym ent, upon the 
grounds that th e Colorado Springs city au thorities have 
con tracted to furnish w ater in Colorado City on th e sam e 
term s upon w hich it is supplied to the people of Colo­ 


rado Springs. 


T he facts relatin g to th is m atter are as follow s: 
T he Colorado Springs w ater sy stem co n sists of lauds, 
reservoirs, pipe lin es and other n ecessary m aterial and 
con stru ction s erected at a large cost. 
The people of Colo- 
ado City have no w ater supply o f their own and have 
been accustom ed to g et w ater from th e Colorado Springs 
system ^ paying th erefor the sam e rates charged to the 
p eoiflP in Colorado Springs. 
T he Colorado Springs w ater 
m ains pass through C olorado City, and the pipe lines are 
exten d ed through th e ‘Colorado City streets. 


T he cost of op erating the Colorado Springs w ater 
system for the year 1901 am ounted to $193.405, divided as 


follow s:

Of this total $110,000 w as provided for by water taxes, 
and the remainder of $83,495 was raised as a part of the 
general city taxes. 


So far as the $110,000 is concerned, the people of 
Colorado City and the people of Colorado Springs paid 


th e sam e proportion, but th e $83,495 w as paid by the 
p eop le of Colorado Springs, and do part of it w as paid 


by th e people o f Colorado City. 


It m ay be urged th at th e people of Colorado Springs 


are th e ow ners o f th e system , that they are buying prop­ 
erty, w h ile th e people of Colorado City arc m erely rcnteis, 
and d erive no perm anent benefit except as w ater u seis. 


T h ere is som e ju stice in th is claim ; but, leavin g out 
th e sin k in g fund paym ents, of the $179.495 spent last 
year for m ain ten an ce and in terest, only $110,000 w as 
raised by w ater taxes, and the balancc of $ti9.49u w as 
raised by general taxes, of w hich the people o! Colorado 


C ity paid no part. 


E ven if w e leave out of the account the in te ie st as 
w ell as th e sin k in g fund, th ere rem ains expended foi 
g en eral w ater w orks purposes the sum of $132,80o, of 
w hich $22,805 w as paid out of the general city taxes of 


th e city of Colorado Springs. 


T h ese are th e probable reason s relied upon by tlTe 
city council o f Colorado Springs to ju stify its charge of 
25 per cent, additional to the w ater u sers of Colorado 


C ity over the rates paid in Colorado Springs. 


If th is additional charge is enforced, the people of 


C olorado City w ill still be paying less for th eir w ater than 


sim ilar users pay in Colorado Springs. 


T here arc. how ever, two reasons that w ill be urged 
in b*»half Of the Colorado City w ater users. 
One of th ese 
is that the general w ater expense, as noted above, includes 
large sum s spent for the extension of m ains and new 
hydrants, and Colorado Springs benefits m uch m ore from 


th ese expenditures than does Colorado City. 


And the other reason set forth by the people of Colo­ 


rado City is that a positive agreem ent w as m ade at the 
tim e the m ains w ere laid through the Colorado City 
streets, that w ater users over there should not be charged 
m ore in proportion than the w ater users in Colorado 
S prings. 
R elying upon th is prom ise, the people of Coio- 
ardo City, so th ey say, relinquished their claim s to w ater 
priorities and rights, and abandoned any idea of securing 
a w ater supply or con structing a w ater system of their 
ow n. and sin ce th at tim e they have been relying upon 
the good faith of Colorado Springs in the m atter. 


If this statem en t is true, it would appear to settle the 
m atter. 
Colorado Springs certainly has no intention of 


violatin g its obligation, and it has no right to do so. 


W hat is n ecessary, and w hat should be done as soon 
as p ossible, is to determ ine exactly what the rights of 
the m atter a re. and to set them before tho people in 


such a w ay that there will be no room for m isunder­ 


stand in g or m istak e about them . 
It is of the highest 
im portance that harm ony and good feelin g should pre­ 
vail am ong the people of the sister cities ot Colorado 
Springs, Colorado City and M anitou. 
W e are all one 
com m unity, 
w ith 
com m on 
in terests, and 
in 
the 
near 
future we w ill undoubtedly be united under one m unicipal 
governm ent. T his harm ony of sentim ent is worth more to 
us as a w hole, m any tim es over, than a few thousand dol­ 
lars of additional w ater rates. 
If it is fair and just that 
the people of Colorado City should pay more than they have 
been paying, w e have not the sligh test doubt that they 
w ill do so. if the m atter is properly explained to them .

H E L A TE ST batch of new s from the C hinese em ­ 
pire sh ow s that the disturbances continue, and 
su g g est the possibility of still greater danger. 
Just at present there appear to be three sep ­ 
arate centers of disturbance, 
in north China the people | the end of 
have not yet recovered from their fear of the foreigners. 
T he B oxers h ave received such a salutary lesson that 
th ere is no im m ediate danger from them , but it w11; t a lc a 
lon g tim e for the country to recover from the effects of 
the m arch of the a llies to Peking, and the flight of the 
C hinese court from the Capital city. 


In south eastern China, the rebels who w ere carrying 
everyth in g before them , 
appear to have

sev ere check at the hands of the governm ent troops. 
The 
d eta ils of the affair arc not sufficiently definite to indi­ 
cate w hether th e insurrection has been deflnifel:. 
p ressed, but one of the principal leaders hr.s bcoi 
turd and sent to Canton for punishm ent. 


A fresh 
outbreak is reported in southw est 
China, 
w hich has for its principal object the expulsion of the 
foreign ers and is, therefore, designated as another Boxer 
disturbance. 
P riests 
and

converts have been 
killed, and church 
property 
destroyed. 
Governm ent 
troops are reported to have gained a victory over .these 
rebels, and there is som e reason for believing that this 
m ovem ent w ill not am ount to much. 


T h ese disturbances and others that arc reported from 
lim e to tim e show that the C hinese c n p i:e is g e n e r a l ly 
a sta te of turm oil, and it will be probably m any years 
b efore it settles down to quiet. 
Thus far all the uprisings 
have been local ones, and the condition of the country is 
such that it is practically im possible to organize any 
revolt upon a large scale, but with the grow ing in telli­ 


g en ce ot the people and the Im provem ent in the m ethods 
of com m unication and transportation, the situation may 
ch an ge in the near future.

Missing Ranchman of Peyton Turns Up 


---Had Terrible Experience in the 
Waters at Buttes and Is Likely 


to Die.

The missing ranchman arrived at his 


home yesterday morning after one of 
the most awful experiences that ever 
betel! a man In this part of the coun- 
tfcy, as a result of which it Is feared 
that he will live but a 
short 
time. 


Mitchell has lost both his legs and to 
this fact is due to the awful suffering 
which he has undergone and is still 
undergoing and 
the 
probably 
fatal 


character of his present trouble. 


He was caught in the tidal wave of 


flood water that descended the valley 
of the Fountain creek a week ago and 
was hurled from his carriage and almost 
drowned. 
He had started from Pey- 


ton to go to Pueblo to visit the smelter 
city for the first time in 20 years. 
He 


had been Intending for a long time to 
go there to visit his friend Don Davlson, 
and he started out from Peyton just in 
time to »et to Buttes when the flood 
water reached that point in Its mad 
descent of the Fountain 
valley. 
He 


happened to be In the worst possible 
place that he could have been In when 
the water overtook him. He was ford- 
ing the' Fountain creek. The wave de- 
scended upon him, towering 10 feet in 
the'air above the creek bottom and In 
the twinkling of an eye he had been 
caught-arid hurled from his carriage, 
the horse also going headlong before 
the terrible wave of death..How Mitch- 
ell ever survived' the shock of the flrst 
blow of the wave Is something that will 
never be explained, oilpplet} as he Is

He 
was suffering considerably but did nnt 
know that he was in a serious condi- 
tion. When he arrived at home yes- 
terday morning, after a hard 48-hour 
trip, in..whine he took the shortest 
possible course, not coming via Colorado 
Springs, but instead via Manltou Junc- 
tion, he was unable to help himself at 
all and was assisted to his bed. Neigh- 
bors came to him and endeavored to 
aid him but he is intense pain and the 
stumps of his • legs are said to be In 
a gangrenous condition as a' result of 
the exposure during his experience in 
the flood. 


His friend Don Davlson of Pueblo, 


was In .Colorado. Springs last night and 
said that Mitchell would not likely live 
long, In fact that he would not be sur- 
prised if his death were to occur be- 
fore aid from the city could reach him. 
Mr. Davlspn says the county should

LATE TELEGRAPHIC NEWS 
END OF SOULHJFRICAN WAR

LONDON, June 1.—An official cablegram from Lord 


Kitchener, dated Pretoria, Saturday, May 31,11:10 p. m. says; 


"A document containing terms of surrender was signed 


here this evening at half past ten o'clock by all the Boer 
representatives as well as by Lord Milner, (the British high 
commissioner in South AfricJa), and myself." 


The news of peace in South Africa, contained in the 


foregoing dispatch from Lord Kitchener, was not expected 
in London today. Soon after the receipt of the dispatch 
however, the news spread to the clubs and hotels, and was 
received' with much enthusiasm. 
The church bells were 


rung to acclaim the'good news. A crowd gathered at the 
Mansion House, and the Lord Mayor of London, Sir Joseph 
0. Dimsdale, announced from the balcony that terms of sur- 
render had been signed in South Africa. 


Lord Kitchener's definite announcement of peace was 


l received at the war office at 1 o'clock in the afternoon and 
was forwarded to King Edward and all the members of the 
cabinet before it was given to the public. 


Tonight the Sunday evening calm of London streets was

Wllkesbarre, Pa., June 1.—The eve 


of what Is looked upon as a most com- 
plete week in the progress of the 
anthracite coal miners', strike finds

mood. 


At 7 o'clock tomorrow morning the 


order of the United Mine Workers of 
America calling out all the stationary 
engineers, firemen and pumpmen un- 
less the companies grant them an 
eight- hour work day "at present wages 
will go' into effect and no one can 
forecast the outcome of the new move. 
Victory for either will be of immense 
advantage and both parties to the con- 
troversy are 
striving 
with all the 


power at their command to win. 


If the union succeeds in shutting 


down the pumps, the mine properties 
will suffer damage thM. may reach into 
millions of dollars, and if the em- 
ployers should be able to keep the 
water out of their workings without 
the ahl of organized labor It means 
that the power o'f the union in the an- 
thracite region has reached its limit 
and that all help in the effort to force 
the mine owners to grant the demands 
of the great army of 147,000 men 
must come from some outside source.

Fort de France, 
May 31.—The Na- 


tional Geographical society has scored 
a great triumph. Prof. Angelo Heol- 
prin ascended to the top of the crater 
of Mont Pelee this morning, in com- 
pany with two guides and Mr. Leatl- 
better. While on the summit several 
violent explosions occurred, but not- 
withstanding the thousand dangers sur- 
rounding him, Prof. Heolprin spent a 
long, time taking careful observations. 
Looking down the crater -he found a 
huge cinder cone. The crater opening 
Is a vast crevasse BOO feet long and 150 
feet wide. While engaged in this task 
the lives of the members of the expe- 
dition were contjnuaHy in danger ami 
one particularly viol'ent' explosion cov- 
ered Prof. Heolprin from head to foot 
with viscid matter. He persisted, 
how- 


ever, and found as had been suspected 
that there were three separate vents 
for the volcanic matter. 
Meanwhile, 


Mont Pelee, seeming to resent the in- 
trusion of man Into her awful terri- 
tory, belched out 
huge 
volumes of 
steam, ashes and boiling hot mud. Prof. 
Heolprin made the Important discovery 
that the crater of Fallaise has an erup- 
tion at the same time as the summit 
crater and ejects precisely the same 
matter. Both craters showed a new 
phenomenon during the professor's visit 
when mud was thrown up In columns 
while heretofore the mud •. has bubbled 
or boiled out and flowed downward. 
There is reason to believe that great 
damage may result from the outbursts 
of this mud to the rich plantatiens still 
uninjured. 
. 
The ascent was made on mutes to nn 
altitude of 700 meters, the line of an- 
cient vegetation. There 
leaving

mules that had carried him, the profes- 
sor proceeded on foot to the site of the 
lake. He found the lake, completely 
dried up and crossed, the bed, passing up 
a slope to the crater's edge. This, which 
had formerly been a high bluff. 'Prof.

crater. This is the first Important veri- 
fied topographic.alteratlon noted. Prof. 
Heolprin remained at the summit of the 
crater two hours.

San Francisco, May 20.—Mrs. Matti« 


O. Craven has abandoned her fight for 
recognition as the widow of the late 
Senator James G. Fair. She has been 
paid $">0,000 for withdrawing from th< 
various lawsuits against the estate of 
tho deceased millionaire and with to- 
day tho millions that have been so long 
in'litigation vest absolutely In Charles 
L. Fair and his sisters, Mrs. Theresa 
Oelrichs and Mrs. Virginia Vanderbilt. 


When Mrs. Craven first appeared as 


claimant for a share of Fair's millions 
she was offered $300,000 to abandon her 
contest. 
She demanded $500,000, and 


upon being refused, instituted the pro- 
ceedings that were dismissed today. 


Mrs. Craven claimed to be Fair's 


widow. She said he married her by con- 
tract one evening in her mother's-room 
in the Colonial hotel a few years be- 
fore bis death. She produced several 
witnesses to show that Fair often intro- 
duced her as his wife, but her case 
was not upheld in court. She appealed 
from that decision and the appeal was 
among those dismissed today. 
Deeds were also produced pretending

Ono hundred and ninety-two 
corpses had been recovered at the dato 
of. latest advices but 28 were stui 
missing. The men who lost their lives 
were mostly from Akita prefecture. 
From other flshing districts wreeks 
were reported and tho loss of life is 
great.

Tsu-Tsi, the empress of China, has 
lived In a period of transition. Within 
the space of a few decades, the storm- 
wind, imprisoned for ages, burst over 
the time-forgotten land of China, where 
peace had found a sure harborage for 
generations, shattering creeds and cus- 
toms, hopes and strivings. The sacred 
city of Mukden, where the molderlng 
remains of the founders of the Manchu 
dynasty mingle with the living roots of 
hardy pine and weeping willow, became 
a Russian town, and the very capital 
of the empire was plowed into a chaos 
of ruins; but, amid the crash of the 
old and the onslaught of the new, Tsu-

head nor knee. Truly, this woman of 
fate would seem to live a charmed life 
and to be the possessor of some mystic 
Araldno clue which helps her thread 
her way through the wildering labyrinth 
which time and the white race have so 
skillfully woven for her people and her- 
self.

Well "Heeled Vegetation.

Writing In the June Century of the 
Southwest (Arizona and New Mexico 
particularly) Ray Stannard Baker haa 
this to say of the self-protected plants' 
of the desert spaces: 
In the green hills one loves to lie on 
the grass, to brush against the trees, 
to pick up a twig here and there and 
taste the tart sap; but the desert al- 
lows no such familiarity. 
Everything 
that lives within it's confines is either 
armed or armored: Every cactus-stalk 
is covered with a myriad of spines and 
hooks as sharp as needles, that warn 
one to keep his distance. Tread not on 
the cactus with your heavy shoes even, 
for the barbed spines will often pierce 
thick leather; every rider of the plains 
has had the experience of picking cac- 
tus spines from his bare flesh. The 
mesquit-tree, which is a near relative 
of the .^pney locust, is covered with 
thorns, so,- that you trespass at your 
peril; the cat's-claw strikes at you as 
you pa'ss, ...tearing your clothing and 
laceratjug, .your skin. Even the agaves 
and the..yuccas, the green foliage of 
which jloojks s'cvft enoush In the dis- 
tance, are armed with leaves each of 
which is a double-edged sword with a 
spear pptnt. The leaves of the spread- 
ing bunches of bear-grass, which covers 
a thousand-desert hills, often the-only 
vegetation .to be seen for miles, are so 
stiff, needle-pointed, and 
rasp-e.dged 
that.no animal ever ventures to touph 
them.

The Color of Water. 
Recent investigations of natural col- 


or in water show that It Is duo to dis- 
tinct causes, vegetable stain and sus- 
pended matter. 
When the latter is 


present 
in appreciable quantity, 
it 
causes turbidity and is not a real pig- 
merit. 
The true color or vegetable 
stain is greenish-yellow to reddish 
brown, and Is due to decayed plant- 
growth; the suspended matter Is gen- 
erally mineral and often contains iron. 
The color acquired by water at the bot- 
tom of a deep pond Is largely due to 
this cause. 


Experts have adopted a method of 
stating the depth of color in water by 
comparison with a mixture of plati- 
num and cobalt, the color produced by 
one part of platinum to one million 
parts of water being taken as the unit. 


Thus it has been shown that the col- 
or of surface water depends both on 
the character of the neighboring veg- 
etation and on the time that the water 
remains in contact with it. Water near 
steep rocks, where there are few trees, 
will generally be below 20 units in col- 
or; steep wooded or cultivated slopes 
give 20 to 50 units; similar, but gentler 
slopes, from 5 to 100; and swampy areas 
100 to BOO, or even higher. Highly col- 
ored waters are more common in the 
northern states than in the south. Col- 
ored' water is .gradually bleached by 
sunlight, the action taking place chiefly 
within one foot of the surface. 
The 
study of color in water is of commer- 
cial importance, because most people 
object to drinking brownish water. 
Hence,- in a town water supply the 
color must either bo removed or its 
formation must be prevented. The lat- 
ter Is often accomplished by intercept- 
ing the water from the uplands and 
leading it into the streams without let- 
ting it pass through the swamps.

Martinique" Disaster May. Be Re- 
peated. 
,:- 


That there are possibilities of further 


volcanic eruptfons In Martinique J3 |lje 
belief of several prominent geologists! of 
the country. There are two othet mbun- 
tains similar to Mont Pelee in- iSiar- 
tinique that may explode as suddenly 
and as violently as did the one which 
destroyed St. Pierre. -Professor Am°s 
P. Brown,, head of the geological .de- 
partment of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, bellev.es that 
Mont Pelee 
is 
quite certain to repeat the performance 
of other great volcanoes, which have 
bnJken forth into vast eruptions. "The 
first 
manifestation," says Professor 


Bro>vn, "while usually the principal one 
in degree of Intensity, is nearly always 
followed by a succession of explosions 
and eruptions, which grow less and less 
active,' and finally disappear altogether, 
When the volcano is said to be quies- 
cent. 
A second upheaval 
of 
Pelee 
should come shortly. Meantime it will 
be exceedingly difficult to. work any- 
where near the scene of destruction. The 
layers of hot rock which were rained 
upon St. Pierre may not cool for three 
or five .months, and the lava deposit 
may take years to cool. For the present 
it would be extremely difficult to con- 
duct any scientific investigations and 
hardly worth while. The general condi- 
tions we may guess at. 
Renorts are 
so meagre that little exact knowledge 
of the geological facts can be obtained. 
"St. Pierre was not destroyed by an 


eruption from the summit of Pelee. It 
will be found, I think, that ono side 
of the mountain near the town was 
blown out, and from this was hurled 
the molten rock, 
lava and red hot 
steam. 
"The island was formed by previous 
eruptions from Pelee, so long cooled 
that herbage and trees had grown upon 
the side of the old tyrant. 
The dis- 
tance from the volcano to the sea is 
three miles and to the town is five 
miles. Several hills and ravines lie be- 
tween the. town and the 
mountain, 
which had the explosion occurred in 
the cone, would have partly saved .the 
former. 
The vast fields of hot lava 
which were boiling In the base of Pelee 
for years were acted upon by an inlet 
of water. This no doubt came through 
a crevice from the sea. The French 
Cable company reported nearly a fort- 
night ago that the , sea' floor at Martin^ 
ique had dropped over 1,000 feet. 
A 
break in the earth's crust must have 
fesulted. Through this the. sea waves 
passed. 
Coming in contact with the 
lava bed, an immense amount of steamv 
was generated.. 
"Soon it became heated to an inten- 
sity , of five or six tons pressure to the 
square inch. It' 1s almost Impossible 
to conceive .it's latent force. The area 
which conniied It could not hold' the in^ 
creasing • volume; It sough an -outlet. 
The cap over th^summit of the crater 
proved tpo strong. It attacked the 
weakest side, which was adjacent to 
the town 
The side of the mountain 
was unable to withstand the strain and 
blew out. As long as ft takes a nrq- 
jectile • to >-shj3Q,t through the air and 


move the color from water, and even 
clay will take it out but partially. Gen- 
erally, the water must be altered chem- 
ically, as by mixture with sulphate of 
aluminum, which coagulates the color- 
ing matter. The color may also be re- 
moved by oxidation, as with perman- 
ganate of potash, or by ozone; but this 
method is not much in use at present.

Word from Mosca says that work on 
he Chicago & San Luis Valley Oil & 
3as company's well has

the Bluff Springs coal mine, but no vil- 
lage Uas been established there. 


Altogether in the winter time there are 


considerably more than 1,300 coiil miners 
employed in Fremont county, and the 
combined population of the coal camps 
Is about 4.000 people.

Oil in the Curtis Well. 


The drill at the Curtis well penetrated

Certainly this ought to he done for the 
reason that we shall never know the 
possibilities of these various sands un- 
til the only known rnethoi) of develop- 
ing them has been, tried.

ndeed it may fairly be argued that there is nothing 
Ise that would so surely put a stop to progress in social- 
sm, and rally people of all classes to a defense of exist- 
ng institutions and conditions, as an indorsement by the 
abor unions generally of the Debs plan, to acquire by 
'Urchase or confiscation, all productive industries, includ- 
ng farms, factories and mines. 


Such a course would infallibly shatter the structure 


if trades unionism; it would destroy much that has been 
accomplished by these organizations. Whatever may be 
done by a few of tha unions in which Mr: Debs' following

One of the questions that has been recognized as hav- 


ing a very important bearing upon the situation there is 
of the relations between the people and the government 
on one side and the monastic orders and the church of 
Rome on "the other. 
The Gazette has already referred 


to this subject and explained the intense opposition to 
the friars on the part of the Filipinos and the reasons 
for it, reasons in no degree detrimental to the Catholic 
church.

Hr. Debs is not trying to deceive anyone as to that, it 
s too radical and too revolutionary to be a serious danger, 
and it may, by arousing interest in the general subject, 
and drawing attention to the real benefits of reasonable 
and progressive socialism, prove a considerable benefit. 


Genuine and permanent social and industrial progress 


is to be accomplished by evolutionary, hot by revolution- 
ary methods. 


Any plan of social reorganization.1 must Involve the 


government of the people, by the people and forithe people. 
Any new plan based upon the government>.by a class or 
for a' class, however numerous, is only a shifting of in- 
equitable conditions; 


More is accomplished in the cause of governmental 


jeform by the education and enlightenment of the public 
than by the launching of new political parties that too 
often serve merely as the vehicles of personal ambition 
or the carriers of impracticable and impossible theories. 


.The country is readvjfor governmental ownership of 


the railways and telegraph lines under proper restric- 
tions, and many of the present ills can be entirely cured 
by such ownership. 


Our people may sometime be ready for the, owner- 


ship of the mines, factories, smelters, etc., and it may be 
best for future generations to have such ownership, but 
such a result must of necessity be brought about gradu- 
ally, and only when approved by the brain, heart and 
conscience of the American people. 


In the meantime the laboring people of the United 


States, who constitute two-thirds of our voters, can im- 
mensely advance their own interests by united action at 
the polls in favor of such progressive and protective meas- 
ures as appeal to the great majority of them. 


This can more effectually be done by advocating and 


voting for a jew measures at a time, about which there 
;s no grea.t. difference of opinion among laboring people,, 
than by attempting to addpt many radical measures at 
once and about the wisdom of which the labor vote may 
be fatally divided. 


HE ACTION of the senate committee on terri- 


tories in voting formally not to fix a definite time 
for the consideration of the omnibus statehood 
bill is probably decisive as far as the present 


session of congress Is concerned. The opponents of state- 
hood, for Oklahoma, New Mexico and Arizona have pre- 
ferred to make their fight in the committee instead of 
in the opea senate, and they have won. 


The Republican party will, we suppose, have to stand 


the blame for this open violation at platform pledges, 
though as a matter of fact the measure is not a partisan 
one, 
and its defeat was not brought about by partisan 


reasons. 


Neither can.it be asserted truthfully that there is a 


conscious desire on the part of eastern congressmen to 
do anything that Is unfair to the west and Its interests. 
But the people of the east are so densely ignorant of 
western conditions and so very reluctant to learn the 
truth regarding tha great transmlssissipp^ region that 
it is not surprising that members of congress should be 
led into positions that are not in accordance with the 
real and most importa-nt interests of the country as a 
whole. 


It has frequently been remarked that this session had 


before it an unusual number of important national ques- 
tions. The Nicaragua canal, the transpacific cable, the 
irrigation of arid lands, the admission of the territories, 
the fulfillment of the national duty to Cuba in a way con- 
sistent with pledges already made to ^our own producers 
and manufacturers, are among the subjects that congress 
has to discuss, and all of these directly and vitally con- 
cern the people of the vast region lying between the 
Missouri river and the Pacific coast. 


The average eastern congressman- has not the knowl- 


edge or the range of vision to enable him to judge these 
matters in their true light and to reach a decision con- 
sonant with the broad, general interests of the nation. 
His experience and his acquaintance are narrow and he 
necessarily acts accordingly, 
. ' 


Fortunately for the west, Time is on our. side, and all 


these questions can only be settled finally one way, 
and that is the way we want them to be settled. Soon 
or late the territories will be admitted' as states; soon 
or late the great opportunities open through riatidnal aid 
to irrigation must be evident to all, late if not soon we 
shall have/the transisthmian canal and the transpacific 
cable; and; it, will-hot be many years before the growing 
power of the west, in house and senate, will assure the 
respectful consideration and fair settlement of western 
subjects In congress.

the same proportion, buiTtiie $83,495 was paid by the 
people of Colorado Springs, and no part of it was paid 
by the people of Colorado City. 


It may he urged that the people of Colorado Springs 


are the owners of the system, that they are buying prop- 
erty, while the people of Colorado City are merely renters, 
and derive no permanent benefit except as water users. 


There is some justice in this claim; but, leaving out 


the sinking fund payments, of the $175.495 spent last 
year for maintenance and interest, only $110,000 was 
raised by water taxes, and the balance of $69.495 was, 
raised by general taxes, of which the people of Colorado 
City paid no part. 
/ 


Even if we leave out of the account the interest as 


well as the sinking fund, there remains expended for 
general Water works purposes the sum of $132,805, of 
which $22,805 was paid "out of the general city taxes of 
the city of Colorado Springs. 


These are the probable reasons relied upon by tHe 


city council of Colorado Springs to justify its charge of 
25 per cent, additional to the water users of Colorado 
City over the rates paid in Colorado Springs. 


If this additional charge is enforced, the people of 


Colorado City will still be paying less for their water than 
similar users pay in Colorado Springs. 


There are, however, two reasons that will be urged 


in behalf of the Colorado City water users. One of these 
is that the general water expense, as noted above, includes 
large sums spent for the extension of mains and new 
hydrants, and Colorado Springs benefits much more from 
these expenditures than does Colorado City. 


Arid the other reason set forth by the people of Colo- 


rado City is that a positive agreement was made at the 
time the mains were laid through the Colorado City 
streets, that water users over there should not be charged 
more in proportion than the water users to Colorado 
Springs. Relying upon this promise, the people of Colo- 
ardo City, so they say, relinquished their claims to water 
priorities and rights, and abandoned any idea of securing 
a water supply or constructing a water system of their 
own, 
and since that time they have been relying upon 


the good faith of Colorado Springs in the matter. 


If this statement is time, it would appear to settle the 


maker. Colorado Springs certainly has no intention of 
violating its obligation, and it has no right to do so. 


What is necessary, and what should be done as soon 


as possible, is to determine exactly what the rights of 
the matter are, and to. set them before the people in 
such a way that there' will be no room for misunder- 
standing or mistake about them. 
It- is of the highest 


importance that harmony and good feeling should pre- 
vail among the people of the sister cities of Colorado 
Springs, Colorado City and Manltou. 
We are all one 


community, with common interests, and in the near 
future we will undoubtedly We united under one municipal 
government. This harmony of sentiment is worth more to 
us as a whole, many times over, than a few thousand dol- 
lars of additional water rates. If it-is fair and just that 
the people of Colorado City should pay more than they have 
been paying, we have not the slightest doubt that they 
will do so, if -the matter is properly explained to them. 
But we certainly cannot blame them if they resist thd 
enforcement of an arbitrary rule, for which no suitable 
explanation is given, and which they believe to be in vio- 
lation of a plain agreement, and of their vested rights. 


Colorado Springs cannot afford to pursue a small or 


narrow policy with any of the adjoining cities or towns, 
and we are quite sure its citizens will not permit of such 
a policy. The trade of Colorado City, Manitou, Roswell 
and other nearby places comes to this city, and we are 
certain that all of the citizens of those 'places are just 
as proud of the growth and progress of Colorado Springs 
as the citizens of our own city are. 


It iff the part of wisdom for Colorado Spring-:, to pursue 


a liberal policy toward all neighborinc; cities and towns 
and not to stand too much upon techuical rights or a 
temporary monetary gain. 


The Gazette feels certain that the officials of Colorado 


City and those o^ Colorado Springs can readily and 
equitably adjust the matter of water rates for Colorado 
City when they shall meet to discuss such rates.

AN AMERICAN MISSION TO ROME. 


SPECIAL MISSION—commission is the more 
familiar word—is now on its way from the United 
States to Rome. It is sent by the United States 
American government to the pope, or the acting 


lieads of the Roman Catholic church, and its purposes are 
thus set forth by the Rome correspondent of the New 
York Sun: 


"The negotiations will cover the following 


points: The United States government" asks the 
pope to define the objects of the ecclesiastical 
property that has passed from Spain to the 
United States and to make a distinction between 
the property that came from Spanish sources and 
that obtained from the natives. It is probable 
that this property will be turned to the use of the 
dioceses and the paris6.es, as was done in the 
case of Prussia with the diocesan.fund created out 
of the salaries confiscated during the kulturkampf.

4E WATER ORDINANCE recently adopted pro- 


vides that, persons taking water from the Colo-

A vigorous protest has been made, especially by the 


people of Colorado City, against the enforcement of this 
rule, and the city authorities there have even Instructed 
their people to refuse'the surplus payment, upon the 
grounds that the Colorado Springs city authorities have 
contracted to furnish water in Colorado City on the same 
terms upon which it is supplied to the people o£ Colo- 
rado Springs. 


The facts relating to this matter are as follows: 
The Colorado Springs water system consists of lands, 


reservoirs, pipe lines and oiher necessary material and 
constructions erected at a large cost. The people of Colo- 
rado City have no water supply of their own and have 
been accustomed to get water from the Colorado Springs 
systj 
peo; 


THE SITUATION IN CHINA. 


HE LATEST batch of news from the Chinese em- 


pire shows that the disturbances continue, and 
suggest the possibility of still greater danger. 
Just at present there appear to be three sep- 


arate centers of disturbance. In north China tho people 
have not yet recovered from their fear of the foreigners. 
The Boxers have received such a salutary lesson that 
there is no immediate danger from them, but it will take a 
long time for the country to recover from the effects of 
the march of the allies to Peking, and the flight of the 
Chinese court from the Capital city. 


In southeastern China, the rebels who were carrying 


everything, before them, appear to have met with a 
severe check at the hands of the government troops. The 
details of the affair are not sufficiently definite to indi- 
cate whether the insurrection has been definitely sup- 
pressed, but one of the principal leaders lin.s 1'cen cap- 
turd and sent to Canton for punishment. 


A, fresh outbreak is reported in southwest China, 


which has for its principal object the expulsion of the 
foreigners^ and is, therefore, designated as another Boxer 
disturbance. 
Priests and native converts have been 


killed, and church 
property 
destroyed. Government 


troops are reported to, have gained a victory over .these 
rebels, and there is some reason for believiug that this 
movement will not amount to much. 


These disturbances and others that are reported from 


lime to time show that the Chinese prapire is generally 
in a state of turmoil, and it will be probably many years 
before it settles down to quiet. Thus far all the uprisings 
have been local ones, and 'the condition of the country is 
such that it is practically impossible to organize any 
revolt upon u large scale, but with the growing intelli- 
gence of the people and the improvement in the methods 
of communication and transportation, the situation may 
change in the near future.

Contribution Plates, 


"The contribution plate of the present 


day," said a'maker of and dealer In 
church furniture and equipment, quoted 
by the New York Sun, "is made of 
•vvoofl, of oak or of walnut, In the great; 
er number of oak, and it is made twice 
as deep as the old-style metal plate In 
order to give ample room for contribu- 
tions 
In envelopes.' There are now 


many churches that run on the envelope 
system. These plates of wood cost (3 
to $25 each. 
"The plate sold,..at $3 Is perfectly 


plain, but of a graceful design; made 
of selected wood and finely finished. 
Covering the bottom of the depression 
In the plate is a disk of velvet, stamped 
with an 
ecclesiastical design. The 


costlier plates of wo'od are more elabo- 
rately finished, some having scripture 
texts carved around upon the surface 
of the rim and some being carved also 
with designs of a decorative character. 
But even rthe simplest of these plates Is 
beautiful, as a plate. o£ such material, 
handsomely polished could not fall to 
bo."In olden times there was used In 
some country churches,tot the collection 
of contributions a contrivance consist- 
ing of a close-meshed net with a handle 
three or four feet long—something not 
unlike a small crab net. The netting 
was made close meshed so that coins 
couldn't go through it. The handle, of 
course, was to enable the person tak- 
ing up the collection to reach with the 
net to the remotest person in the pe\v. 
Such contribution nets as these, lined 
with velvet, are still in use to a con- 
siderable extent in Kngland. It might 
be that you would find: some still In this 
country. 
" 
"Another form of contribution recep- 


tacle which once had. vogue was the 
contribution box, made of oak or ma- 
hogany or black walnut, and consisting 
of an oblong, velvet-lined box, about 
eight by live by two inches In dimen- 
sions, having attached a handle about 
three feet In length, the person/carryini; 
it being enabled by means of this handle 
to reach to the inner end of the pew. 
This handle always mafic the contribu- 
tion box an awkward thing to manipu- 
late, to get one in and out of a pew 
In a graceful and dignified manner tal- 
lihg for the exercise of some cave aim 
skill; but.the chief objections to it was 
its liability to upset when partly flllcil 
with coin. You couldn't very well up- 
set a net, but you easily could a shal- 
low box thus weighted and carried at 
the fend ot a handle of (that length. 


"All 
of this time, in. the. old days, 
there was widely used a contribution 
plate of some sort, often called the 
penny plate, because in those days there 
were many pennies dropped Into it, the 
penny plate being practically like a pie 
plate as to form and dimensions. 


"This kind of contribution plate was, 


in fact, in some form, long a standard 
thing. Many'of these contribution plates 
were of plated ware and some weroof 
silver; there were plates that 
were 


both handsome and costly, -and they 
came in time to put velvet coverings 011 
the bottom of the plates to break the 
sound of the first coin dropped into it, 
these velvet pads incidentally improv- 
ing the appearance of the plates as well. 
In some form the metal contribution 
plate was long the standard article for 
this purpose, and for that matter there 
are churches still using silver plates tor 
taking up the contributions. 
"A comparatively modern variation ot 


the plate, used for reasons of economj. 
Is the contribution basket, consisting 
of a sewing basket of sultaHl? dimen- 
sions' lined with silk.

baskets of this sort will still be found 
in use. But the thing of the day tor 
taking the collection, which has wholly 
or in great measure displaced "H "theis 
and which at the same time is the mosa 
(llgnitled, sightly and convenient tmm,. 
yet clevised for its purpose is the. contu- 
bution plate of .wood."—'(Omaha Bee.

HE evening gowns that are 
making for the hops at the 
shore and the country this 
coming season are as dainty as 
a dream.

Utlon of the problem. The New York 
society woman generally needs as much 
meat as she eats, for few business men 
work harder than she. 
'There are fads and fashions lit food, 
aa In everything else. Americans are 
always seeking something new. An in- 
stance in point is the apple and celery 
salad, with mayonnaise over It, and the 
salad of English walnuts. Each of these 
s hard to digest and strikes me as a 
dietetic striving after effect. 
'At this time of high prices, bananas, 
jacon and cheese may be employed as 
substitutes for meat. 
A good Swiss

THINKS OIL WILL 


SETTLE THE DUST. 


"1 have noticed in the Gazette dur- 


ing tho past two days," said City En- 
gineer Case yesterday, "the appearance 
of three articles or communications re- 
lating (o the advisability of paving the 
city to do away with the dust nuisance. 


"There is no question about tho nui- 


sance. The dust blows here and we 
ought to do what we can to prevent It 
and stop It. I do not believe, however, 
that ordinary paving of any kind, and 
by that I would include all the kinds 
that have been suggested in these com- 
munications, 
would 
do 
any 
great 


amount ot good. I believe that the so- 
lution of our dust problem Is In the use 
of oil on our streets. 


"I liavi! been looking Into the mat- 


ter a good deal and have spent a good 
deal of time in Denver examining the 
workings of the methods that they have 
used there. We might pave our busi- 
ness district with asphalt as Denver 
has, or with wood blocks, or with brick, 
as has been suggested, but I do not be- 
lieve any one of them would help tia 
materially. The dust that Is created 
on our streels In the business section 
is not. any very considerable part of 
that which blows upon them. For ev- 
ery mile of street that we ,-mlght pave 
in the business section of 'the city we 
luive miles nnd miles outside this sec- 
tion that would constantly furnish new 
dust to be deposited upon our paving 
and we would be little, if any. better off 
than we arc at the present time. I do 
think, however, that by the judicious 
use of oil on all our streets, we coulrl 
stop the nuisance effectively. The oil 
will keep the dust from blowing, will 
pack the gravel and sand and enrih 
down solid with use, and will not per- 
mit the streets to be cut up 
with 


wagons after a rain or the water will 
not stand upon the oil. Some persons 
have raised the objection that the oil 
might draw heat. This plight be an 
objection in some localities, but 
nnt 


hen-, for there is nothing that will draw 
and hold the heat so much as the sand 
that covers our streets now. I think 
the city will do well to Investigate this 
question fully, nnd that It way be well 
to dn some experimenting before long."

He 
was suffering considerably but did not 
know that he was in a serious condi- 
tion. When he arrived at home yes- 
terday morning, after a hard 48-hour 
trip, In whihc he took, the shortest 
possible course, not-coming via Colorado 
Springs, but Instead via Manltou Junc- 
tion, he was unable to help himself at 
all and was assisted to his bed. Neigh- 
bors came to him and endeavored to 
aid him but he is intense pain and the 
stumps of his legs are said to he in 
a gangrenous condition as a result of 
the exposure, during his experience in 
the flood.
